1 guess you think I’ve fled the country, for not having written to you long 

ago. I'm stiii here, but I must chalk up 1963 as one of the seven "lean years.” Last 

month, an elderly aunt of Betty's, and whom we were supporting, died, end the funeral 
expenses had to be paid by me. No word from the robbery, although heard some of my 
material was offered for sale in Connecticut, and another rumor to that effect in the 
Trenton area. Leplacing of the lost stock has not been easy to do, which thereby cuts 
down on the amount of business I can do through the mail, and, most of all 1 know the 
Sword of Damocles is hanging above my head with respect to my debt to you. Then, last 
week a check bounced from a chap in N.H. i've done some smell amount of business with 

him in the past, and 1 feel he will make it good, but when! 

Betty was ill earlier in the year, and isn't even now feeling tip-top. 1 did 
hate to miss the San Diego convention, ana 1 had the card on my desk reminding me to 
try to attend the ANS gathering in New York, at which affair you were the speaker, but 
that was only wishful thinking! 1 hope it was a complete success for you, and that the 
talk was well received. 

Problems with our SPMC project continue to plague me. Rosenthal, who was doing 
the Ohio listing, turned it over to Ai Schafer, of Berea. 1 had sent Al a few notes and 
my autographed copy of Freeman's book, to be used as a guide, and the first thing I knew, 

Mrs. Schafer was rushed to the hospital with internal bleeding, hi returned horn, end 
died from a heart attack within a matter of 20 hours. I know Schafer has a son, end he 
wes supposed to be at his parents' home, but as yet no reply to my letter asking for a 
return of ray property. 

The Texas book has suffered yet another delay. The printer, after submitting 
a written qjJo6ation, submitted a revised bid, much higher than his original, and in a 
letter from George Wait, he explained he had written Ldwaras Bros, to this effect, end 
as far as 1 know, there the matter rests! we had a Texas individual, who was to have 
underwritten the cost of it, end now I'm concerned as to whether or not he will go along 
with this form of hijacking on the printer's part. Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana and Nebraska 
listings ere finished, except for a few changes here and there, and am awaiting some 

photos for the .Alabama list, end it too will be cleaned up. But, until we get the Texas 

situation cleared up, the others must wait, which is annoying to say the least. I did get 
a chap to research the R.I. list, one of the few remaining vacancies, but our N.Y. men 
dropped out of sight and have no one to replace him. 1 sent him a lot of material and 
lists ol altered, spurious and counterfeit notes, etc. , but he won't even reply to my 
letters, nor to (.ait' s either. Bov.en is reputed to have his revised Michigan book about 
reedy for the printer. I've written to him, and asked several “‘ichigen chaps to blso write, ic 

the hope we can induce him to at least have it set up in the same size as our books, so 

that it will not become an orphan, as happened with Pennell, on the h.c. list, but -which 
he too is revising, due to earlier errors, etc. 

i»urs. Gsmun has had my manuscript for ever so long, and although 1 hate to prod 



her aboil t it, must do so, as I still have vague hopes of getting it finished in time for the 
ANA next summer, in Phila. , for A feel, that with the wide range of friends 1 have in the 
state, we could certainly sell quite a number of copies at such a gathering of the fraternity. 
I have to redo the photos, and want to use as many as X can of those NOT used by Criswell, 
for the more photos of different notes that are available to the collectors, the better it 
is for all concerned. 

I believe the Ky. note herewith enclosed is rare; it’s not listed to the best of 
my knowledge. So, at any rate you can look: them over, and return those you don't want to 
keep. I'm hoping to get a few more Ohio and Michigan notes sometime after Christmas, so 
will send along to you any I think you can use. I’m also enclosing a check for another 
$200.00 on account, and will send along some more just as soon as possible. 

V, e had our 5th snowfall of the young season last Sunday, and the forecast is for 
more snow about Friday again. Last Wednesday the temperature dipped to a nippy 6 degroes 
below zero, said has been to zero ana 6 above on two other occassions early in the morning.

i.ell, the hectic three day sale is over, end l have mixed feelings about 
much that transpired. I'm terribly sorry you did not get the Kansas note of Clark- 
Grj^er^fo^ev^^on^b^^eves it to be unique. I did not knew until later that 

■■■■■MHHNH bid it in at £675.00 for John Ford, which really sickened 

me! I should have bid it up, for I think you would have taken it, or I'd have liked 

to kept it myself. You should have given me an unlimited bid. I got some other things 

for you, and in a cuuple of instances, the bodges book,, for instance, 1 stopped 
bidding, before you limit was reach, as the other parties said they would go even 
higher, for ^ believe e similar book brought £170.00 last year in New York, end then 
they said they would not push other bids up, so, it's a really difficult thing to do, 
when you are spending another's money. 

I'm going to the city again tomorrow for two days to continue cataloguing 
notes for Part II of the sale material. 1 was somewhat gratified to receive several 
very favorable comments re the estimates x used, which generally were very good, but for 
a few states, such as Mass., R.L. , and N.Y., there were no floor bidders present and 
hence no competition against book bids. But, about 60 were present, including Criswell 
and Henderson, from Florida. Some discussion arose as to the early Mass, sheets being 
proofs of early reprints. Dorothy withdrew them both. Goldstone spoke about it on the 
floor, and after the whole thing was over, I insisted that at cur August meeting, we 
should have a committee appointed of experts, to use Doc Blanchard's earlier article 
on the subject in the Paper Money magazine, and draw up accurate guide-lines as to just 
what constitutes a proof, a salesman's sample, a reprint, etc., for the benefit of all 
collectors now, and in the future, to avoid such wrangling in the future. Oeorge wait 
agreed with me, and 1 think it Kill aid everyone, for in some cases, I just do not 
accept an off-hand statement by .Ralph, when others, who were also there, are not at all 
certain he was right. Personally, I would not have withdrawn the sheets, for floor bids, 
of those who saw the sheets, were higher than mail bids, and as they could inspect the 
sheets, certainly would come under the heading cf good old caveat emptor! '. You may 
remember him! ! 

I guess the high point of the sale was the bidding on ell of the South Carolina 
proofs. Penn el ' s plane developed trouble, end couldn't get there, so he phones to wait, 
who bid in his steed, but Austin Sheheen (a very likeable fellow) told me he was just 
not going to iet Roy take any of them away from him, and so the bidding went on and on, 
with Lot 876 being knocked down for #290.00, 877 for £320.00, 878 for £380.00, 879 for 
£475.00, 881 for £160.00, and 886 for £140.00!! It ell apparently stemmed from the feet 
that Austin, over several years, has written, etc., to Roy, and never even had a reply. 

Roy wanted to share the notes, but Austin just wouldn't budge in his decision! 

You. will probably get the notes direct from Lorothy very shortly, as well as the 
list of prices realized, so, you can check things out. I am sorry there were so many 
typographical errors, which was somewhat annoying, but i just couldn’t check on every thing- 
A helped her as much as was humanly possible, for she would have been at sea otherwise. 

No one else in the area has the time, nor knowledge I guess, to spend approximately 18 
deys labor, first sorting end arranging the notes by states, etc., for most everything was 
in something of a mess when the notes were acquired, then the listing end valuing, ell of 
which takes time, then numbering and inserting each lot in a separate envelope. I think 
some of the old-timers and die-hards will just have to revise their thinking as to the 
value of various notes, for too f ew realize the ever-increasing interest in the entire 
series of notes and scrip. Pertna. scrip brough excellent prices. 

Affleck's book on the bank issues, will be ready in September, what the VNA has 
its convention at Natural Bridge, wi th a number of notes illustrated in full colors. You 
really should join their group for £3.00 a year. Our membership number will correspond to 
the number of the book, being set aside for that purpose. I received the photos for the 
Alabama manuscript, and with in a few days will send it off finally to the printer. Did you 
receive the Utah list? ns soon as this is printed, i'd like to have Burgett revise his 
Oklahoma list, and Vigingtcn revise his, as both have additions since their lists were 


published, end then combine the three into one volume, which won’t cost too much, end 
the Society will reep a little reward therefrom, to -carry on the project, as we are 
holding the type just for that purpose. I’ve got to got someone to do the Kansas list 
too, for nindsay bowed out, and have what he did write up, here, ky own list is being 
done as time permits, and still adding an item or two from week to week. 1 was most fortunate 
in getting about 15 early Penna. proofs, all of Murray, .Draper Foirman bo., and 1 want to 
get some good photos to use of them for the book, instead of badly used and dark colored 
notes, as they show up so much better in their contrast.

Just weht was the difficult in his case? x felt he had died from the general tenor of 
Mrs. Loeb's letter to me, after 1 haa sent him seme items on approval. I guess you also 
heard about Dr. Warren Brown, of Atlanta, who was shot to death by his secretary! I'll 
be pleased to look over anything at all, in either coins or notes, would you be interested 
in a choice Grate Cent, with the lettered edge, at &375.00? q,uite a scarce item in such 
nice condition. 

Well, I guess that's about all the news I have right now. Trusting all is well

Thank you for the listing of amount due you, and the list of notes you 
have credited to my account. I'm enclosing herewith another $£00.00 on account, as well 
as some notes, one of which you xist as due you. I don t see how 1 can suitably fit 
it in with the IN A display. Trying to figure out suitable arrangement of notes and 
some information, quickly iills the 4 or 5 cases alloted to me, and there is no sense 
in just holding the Vermont proof any longer. I have other die-proofs and matching notes 
which n can use. 


As far as the so-called "early reprint" is concerned, I'm not at all certain 
about this (The Mass, note) , and I think a committee comprising you ana other experts, 
should take what little has been written on this moot question as a base, and clarify 
for all time just what comprises a proof, a salesman's sample, reprint, etc. I find 
many fellows writing, sending notes, etc., labelling notes as one thing or another, and 
not really knovdng the truth.
